Had Taste Hard to Wash Away: More and more local col- 


umnists are banging away at "Air Pollution"—the kind that 
stems from pop music. Many stations cop-out by saying 
"standards are changing." Most know that groups will go as 
far as they can go to sell their "message." Some station 
managers and music directors claim "they aren't familiar 
with drug slang." Yet a recent National Association of Broad- 
casters' questionnaire asking for approval of a "central cen- 
soring" office was rejected by "almost all" of the 900 re- 
sponding stations. A recent addition to the radio code reads: 
"Narcotic addiction shall not be presented as a vicious habit. 
The misuse of hallucinogenic drugs shall not be presented 
or encouraged as desirable or socially acceptable." 


The Radio Code Authority claims, also, that "any promo- 


tion of the so-called Hippie Philosophy would be regarded as 
contrary to the provision of the radio code." 


Problem with the above is that radio stations insist upon 


setting their own standards plus the grim fact that not all 
stations recognize (subscribe to) the "Code Authority." 
There's plenty of tremendous pop music available without 
reaching into the garbage can.

When a feller need* a friend , , . and ihoveli.

NEW YORK-(NEA)— Winter may be a 


swell time of the year to buy a car (last day 
of the coldest month when dealers must 
make quotas) but it certainly Isn't the best 
time to drive It home from the showroom. 


Residents of balmy climes aren't at all In- 
terested in the winter driving problems of 
their n o r t h e r n brethren and probably 
wouldn't know a snow tire from a wide oval. 
The folks who do suffer through ice, sleet, 
snow and subzero temperatures should, how- 
ever, know how to navigate in messy condi- 
tions. 


In states where the snow can be measured 


in feet, drivers normally take the weather 
in stride. They know what to do. A few sug- 


gestlons are in order for drivers in those 
fringe states where two inches of snow can 
bring traffic to a halt. 


First, the car: 
Unless you're the owner 'of a Volkswagen 


(air-cooled engine), antifreeze is mandatory 
and if you haven't filled your radiator yet, 
you're -in trouble. Make : sure, too, that 
you've got lightweight oil in the crankcase. 


Don't let your fuel level get too low. An 


almost-empty tank is susceptible to vaporiza- 
tion and icing during winter months and this 
can lead to fuel line clogging and a stalled 
car.

Icing may also occur in the carburetor. 


It's therefore wise to use a gasoline with a 
special winterizing blend and automatic) de- 
icer. Your service station man can tell you 
about it. 


In many states, snow tiros are mandatory. 


They— or the studded ' variety— are better 
than normal rubber, of veb\irse, but in ex- 
tremely icy' conditions only ! lugs or chains 
will help grind your car out of a bank or 
drift. No chains? Let a little air out of the 


rear tires. The softer road cushion gives you 
more grip, 


To drive a car in snow conditions, you 
must first open the door. Don't break the 
window glass if the lock is frozen. Meat the 
key with a lighted match or hold your hand 
on the keyhole. 


Once on the road, the cardinal rule is— 


take it easy, Do not rely on your brakes. And 
Watch out for the other guy, Some hints: 


• If you suddenly reach a sheet of ice on 
a shaded section of road, don't hit the brake. 
Take your foot off the accelerator slowly 
and you'll glide over the ice without diffi- 
culty: 


• If you go into a skid, don't turn your 


wheel away from it. That will send you into 
a spin. Turn toward the skid. Easy on the 
brakes. 


• If you're stuck in heavy snow, relax. By 


using alternate short bursts of the engine in 
low gear and reverse, rock your car back 
and forth. Make sure your front wheels are 
straight.

There's a lingering myth that a lot of extra 


weight in the trunk will give you better trac- 
tion and control. It's not true. Several hun- 
dred pounds of sandbags alters the balance 
and makes the front end lighter and less con- 
trollable. The only weight you should place 
in the rear is people in the back seat, al- 
though five or 10 pounds of sand is good for 
sprinkling In front of snowbound tires. 


Another point: Useless wipers in a snow- 


storm very often lead to disaster. There's 
nothing more terrifying than being caught 
on the road in a sudden s n o w s t o r m and 
"going blind" because the wipers aren't 
making true contact. Check the swivel bolt 
for rust. 


And remember to check the car's heating, 


ventilating and defrosting systems. 


Body work, incidentally, often gets chewed 


up by the salty muck highway crews shovel 
over their roads. It's wise—and easy, if you 
have a heated garage—to wash off the car 
before, the salt starts eating into paint and 
chrome..

But you and I prob- 
ably know it best by one of 
the colloquial n i c k n a m e s :

But whatever you call it, it 


spells misery and the ruina- 
tion of a good hunting or fisfa 
ing trip,

It's more likely to hit dur- 


ing a dove-shooting trip to 
Mexico than it is on a moose 
expedition in Maine, but it can 
happen anytime. 


The most common form is 


called "nonspecific." It usual- 
ly comes from eating fecally 
contaminated drinking water 
or food (in most cases, raw 
or improperly cooked vege- 
tables). 


There are more virulent 
causes of gastroenteritis, 
however, including typhoid 
and paratyphoid (Salmonella, 
sis and Salmonella food poi- 
soning), amoebic dysentery, 
bacillary dysentery, cholera 
and staphylococcal food poi- 
soning, 


The basic rule for prevent- 
ing Rasputin's Revenge is to 
avoid questionable food and 
water, This means e a t i n g 
well-cooked food only and 
heeding the ancient traveler's 
adage of "Don't drink the 
water." 


If you're camping afield, 
boil your drinking water or 
treat it with chlorine tablets. 
If you're staying in a io?al 
hostel, order pottled water, 
and politely ignore the wait- 
er's arehed eyebrow. (Inci^ 
dentally, it does no good to 
drink only wine with your 
meals and then promptly 
brush your teeth with tap 
water, Order a bottle or twp 
pf Vichy water for the room, 
too.) 


Treatment is usually avail- 
able (unless you're bivou- 
acked miles from the nearest 
outpost), but prevention is 
^still the sensible thing to do. 


If you're planning a. trip $,o 


tropical regions, see your fa- 
vorite doctor about sis weeks 
in advaace and ask his advice 


about smallpox vaccinations, 
typhoid and paratyphoid vac- 
cines, tetanus toxoid boosters 
(or the series), and cholera 
vaccine if traveling to the 
Orient or Africa. Smallpox 
and t y p h o i d shots are re- 
quired (cholera, too, if travel- 
ing to Asia or Africa) by the 
U.S. Health Service. 


Beyond shots, there are cer- 
tain drugs that you m i g h t 
tuck away in your shaving kit, 
just in case (these are pre- 
scription drugs, so get ap- 
proval from your family phy- 
sician), including Sulfathala- 


dine, Sulfathiazol or Gantri- 
sin. 


Just keep in mind that self- 


diagnosis and self-treatment 
are precarious ventures.. Do 
the smart thing and see your 
doctor before you leave and 
seek immediate medical at- 
tention wherever you are if 
the symptoms arise.

No one in IHtnl his- 
tory ever matched Buddy's 
93-yafd rurt from scrimmage 
against p o w e r f u l Great 
Lakes in 1944. He was a

put on my pajamas and 
house shoes and bathrobe.

A couple of white 
guys from the South laughed 
when they saw me —Riy 
Poole, who became a good 
buddy, among them. Yod 
know, they had never before 
seen a Negro in pajamas." 


Buddy in action was no Jimmy Brown, or even an 0. .J. 


Simnson. In his prim°. he weighed 165 pounds. He has never 
been taller than five feet four "and a half inches. But he was 
the chief threat and the most exciting figure on the first Big 
Ten team ever to play in the Rose Bowl. In 1945, when he 
was in the Navy, he starred on the most powerful team in 
the services, the famed Fleet City Blue Jackets, every 
player an Ail-American.

He also lasted nine years in professional football, starting 


with the New York Yankees of the All-America Conference 
and enrUnt? in 1955 with the Baltimore Colts. This is the guy 
who orieinally went to Illinois on a track scholarship out of 
Wendell"Phillips High School in Chicago. 


Today, Buddy still works in football, as an administrative 


assistant to Commissioner Pete Rozelle of the NFL. His func- 
tion: "To sell business and industry on the untapped re- 
sources of athletes beyond the playing field." 


"Football," he says, "is a great market place to weed out 


the bigotry and prejudice in life. I always made sure I roomed 
with a white boy from the South so that he would know me."
